_ there being many thouſands in England of theſe Petty Chapmen, 
who have been bred up all cheir Life in this way of Trading, and by 
their induſtry in travelling abroad to ſell their Wares, do maintain them- 
ſelves and their Families ; and ifnow ſuppreft mult neceſlarily fall ro the. 
Pariſh, they having never been us'd to any other way in getting their 


Livelyhoods. 
I. It will be the ruin of ſeveral ſubſtantial Shop-keepers in the City 


of London and other great Towns; whoſe Trade does wholly depend in fur- 
niſhing theſe Petty Chapmen with all Sorts of Commodities, and have 
likewiſe given them credit for Goods to a conſiderable value ; if they 
ſhou'd be ſuppreſtthey wou 'drun away with their Effe&s; and their 
Creditors muſt in a great meaſure be broke and undone. 

III. It wou'd be a monopolizing of Trade into Shop-keepers hands 


'. whichwou'd raiſe the Prize of all wearable Commodities, theſe Petty 


Chapmen being contented with leſs profit, do afford better penny- 
worths, and conſequently do keep the Hop-keepers within ſome tollera- 
ble bounds. 

IV. This ſort of Tradeſmen travelling abroad with their Packs, is a 
mighty conveniency to Country people who live remote from the great . 
Towns ; ifthey ſhou'd be ſuppreſt, every poor Husbandman and Labou- 
rer muſt be forced to travel ſome miles to furniſh themſelves with the 
neceſſaries they want, which will hinder them in their employments; now 
they are furniſh'dat their own doors, and are at leiſure to follow their 
daily labours ; the time that is ſpent in going tothe next Town, and 
their expences there upon themſelves, does ariſe to as mnichas the price of 
the commodities they are to buy. 
 V. All reftraints upon Trade are dangerous to Trade in General theſe 
| fortsof Pedlars do force a Trade; the more Sellers there are the more 
Buyers ; and the more is bought the more is manufactured. . 

VI. The great Manufactures of Linnen, Lace, and Mancheſter Wares 
will be almoſt deſtroyed ; thele Commodities being nowlolely vended ar 
Gentlemens and Farmers Houſes in the Country by theſe Pedlers whereas 
if the Makers were bound to {ell to the Shop- keepers only , the Shop- 
keepers wou'd force the Makers to {ell at low rates ; and they wou'd re- 
tain *em at what price they pleas'd. 

VIE. If the Shop- keepers ſhou'd be indulged ſo far as to have theſe Ped- 
lars ſuppreſt ; ic will diſcourage Husbandry and drain the Country con» 
tinually of all the young people ; for what man will breed his Son to {6 
laborious an Employment, when he may ſet him an Apprentice to a 
Country Mercer where he is ſure to get an cſtateand ſpend his days in 


all the plenty and luxury imaginable.
